Thousands March at ,Scranton and 
Are Addressed by Mitchell. 


Scranton, Pa., October 10.—Thousands 
of striking mine workers marched in 
review through the crowded streets of 
this city today and showed their loyalty 
to the cause for which they have been 
battling for th: past three weeks. Not 
cnly did the tsrikers manifegt 'oyalty to 
their principles, but showed the cenfi- 
dence they had in their leader, John 
Mitchell, 
rarade and to address the men in maas 
meeting. The national prerident's 
come was an exceedingly flattering one. 
It was the greatest labcr demonstration 
that has ever taken place in Lackawan- 
na valley. ‘Thousands of miners and 
their families came to the city from all 
towns within a radius of twenty miles.

Posses Searching the Woods 
Near Tiflon, 


NEGRO FRIGHTENS LADIES 


Entered Bedrooms in Tifton and Was 
Frightened Away—Posse Runs 
the Scoundrel Into a 
Swamp, but Fails To 
Get Him. 


Tifton, Gat, October 10.—(Special.)-—Ma- 
raucing negroes appear to be on the war 
path-in the vicinity of Tifton. Satur- 
day night three residences in town were 
entered, one with the apparent intention 
of pilfering, the other two with a more 
sinister purpose, the negro man was 
discovered by the bedside of a lady in 
each instance, haveng awoke the sleepers 
putting his hand on them. In all 
three cases the negro made his escape, 
and although there have heen or 
three arrests, the right man has not been 
positively identified. 

Sunday night the homes of three far- 
mers living at Eldorado, seven miles 
south of Tifton, were entcred. In one of 
these the lady did not awake until ,the 
black scoundrel was on the bed beside 
her.- In the other two he was discovered 
before his purpose became so apparent. 

The lady most s€friously threatened 
was sleeping in the same room with her 
husband, who was only a few feet away. 
This prowler als» escaped, and last night 
a pegro closely answering his description 
was arrested in Tifton and carried be- 
fore the ladies for identification. There 
vas a difference of opinion as to whether 
he was the right man, and he was re- 
leased by the officers, but rumor says 
he was taken up later by indignat cill- 
zens and soundly thrashed. 

Last night the scene of operations was 
changed to Irwin county. and the first 
atterrpt made at the home of Mr. J. P. 
Lupo, whos daughter was awakened 
about 12 o'clock by feeling a negros 
hand upon her, the fiend being clearly 
visible in the moonlight. She screamed 
and alarmed her father, and the negro 
fled. 

Two or three hours later 
Fletcher. living about four miles 
Mr. Lupo, was awakened to find herself 
in the grasp of a negro, who she could 
She sere 
ed for help, and he warned her not to 
rrake a noise. Mrs. Fletcher, although 
nearly sitxy years old, was as brave as 
a lion. She continued to call for help, 
catching the negro and trying to hold 
him until her husband came. He broke 
Iccse from her and ran, and a posse with 
dcgs went in pursuit. From his foot- 
prints and general appearance he 
no doubt the same negro that entered 
Mr. Lupo’s home a few hours previous- 
He was trailed a swamp a few 
miles away, and it is thought securely 
surrounded, but in a mysterious way 
mede his escape. A negro was arrested 
in ‘Tifton tcdey closely answering his 
description, and parties came over from 
Irwin to identify him. He appeared to 
be the negro, but gives such a good ac- 
count of himself that he ‘s being held 
pending a further investigation. 

There is considerable excitement pre- 
valling all through this section of the 
courtry at these attempts at the most 
horrible of crimes, and, public feeling is 
vrought up to such a pitch that if 
right man is caught he will be sum- 
marily dealt with.

~ AT MEKLEJON 


Makes Sharp Reply in Regard 
to Sulu Treaty, 


SULTAN AND HIS SLAVES 


Mr. Bryan Asserts That They Are 
Under the Protection of Mr. 
McKinley — Article of 
Treaty Quoted — Allu- 
sion to Porto Rico. 


Kalamazoo, Mich., October 10.—W. J. 
Bryan today took cognizance of the letter 
sent him by Assistant Secretary 
of War Meiklejohn, which was given out 
yesterday, and prepared a reply to “9 
The reply says: 

“T am in receipt of your favor of the 
éth in regard to the Sulu treaty. It is 
true that the president, two months after 
the signing of the treaty, sent to General 
Otis the instructions which you quote. 
You will note that the treaty, or agree- 
ment as the president describes it, was 
confirmed and approved subject to the 
action of congress, and the only excep- 
tion that he made was that in regard to 
article 10, relating to slavery. You can 
but know, however, that since the presi- 
dent sent those instructions the repub- 
lican party, with the approval of the ad- 
ministration, has adopted the theory that 
the constitution does not follow the flag, 
and, therefore, the thirteenth amend- 
ment does not interfere with slavery in 
the Sulu archipelago. 

“The Porto Rican law asserts the doc- 
trine that the people of Porto Rico are 
beyond the protection of the constitution 
and can be governed by the arbitrary 
and unrestrained power of the president 
and congress. If the constitution itself 
cannot reach the West Indies, how can 
the thirteenth amendment find its way 
across the xacific into Asia? The presi- 
dent does not repudiate article 13, which 
reads as follows: ‘The United States 
will give, full protection to the Sultan 
and his subjects if any foreign nation 
should attempt to impose upon them.’ 

“In view of the fact that the president, 
in his letter of acceptance, declares it 
dangerous for us to agree to protect a 
Christian republic in the Philippine is- 
lands, would it not be wise for him to 
withdraw the agreement to protect a 
Mohammedanisland? The agreement does 
not repudiate article 14, which reads as 
follows: ‘The United States will not sell 
the island of Sulu or any other island of 
the Sulu archipelago to any foreign na 
tion without the consent of the sultan of 
Sulu.’ 

“Tf we buy all the Philippine islands 
from Spain without the consent of the 
inhabitants, is it fair that we should 
agree not to sell any of the Sulu islands 
without the consent of the sultan? In 
other words, is it more important that a 
sultan’s wishes should be considered, 
than that the interests of the rest of the 
people should be regarded? Very respect- 
fully yours, WwW. J. BRYAN.”

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CORMAN'S LETTER 
AND ITS EFFECT 


Scene at Baltimore Meeting 


Where It Was Read, 
ALL DOUBT WAS SWEPT AWAY 


When the Letter Was Read Showing 
That Gorman Was for Bryan, 
There Was Great Enthusi- 
asm—It Had an Elec- 
trifying Effect.

Baltimore, Md., October 9.—Special 
Correspondence.)—The letter of Arthur P. 
Gorman, read at Music hall meeting last 
night, has had an electrifying effect upon 
democratic circles and if the talk about 
the’ various politica] headquarters today 
can be taken as fair indication the fears 
of regublican victory in this state, which 
have been gaining ground during the past 
few weeks, have no substantial basis. 
Everything is democratic today, The 
Gorman letter seems to have swept away 
all the doubts that existed in the minds 
of the Bryan supporters and there is a 
correspondingly high degree of uncer- 
tainty in the minds of those who have 
yeen making the McKinley claims. 

I was one of the seven or eight thousand 
democrats who gathered in the*great hall 
last night in the expectation of hearing 
a speech from Senator Gorman. There 
were several hundred of the less fortu- 
nate who were unable to get inside the 
hall, but who braved the rain outside for 
some time hoping to catch a glimpse of 
the man who has for so many years been 
the idol of the democracy of his state. 

Ail of us were in the disappointed class, 
so far as seeing Gorman was concerned, 
for a serious indisposition—a throat af- 
fection—prevented at the last minute his 
coming from his Laurel home: put we 
heard from him, and in no uncertain 
terms. 

Great Enthusiasm Manifested. 

There were happenings of significance 
outside of the Gorman letter. The great 
enthusiasm manifested by that audience 
at the mention of Gorman’s name -was 
one of these; the magnificent demonstra- 
tion over the democratic candidate for 
the presidency was another. I have seen 
crowds and have witnessed a good many 
demonstrations jllustrating the popular 
enthusiasm for this wonderful man dur- 
ing the past four years, but there has 
been none under similar circumstances—I 
might say none outside of the national 
conventions—that have excelled this re- 
ception of the Bryan name. 

In a@ gense, however, that fs the old 
story. I came over here with Colonel 
Livingston, who was billed to speak to 
one of the outside meetings, which were 
not held on account of the inclemency of 
the weather out of doors, but I came not 
so much to report a meeting as to ex- 
amine into the political conditions in this 
chief city of Maryland. The morning 
newspapers had contained a republican 
dispatch which stated that Gorman had 
resigned from the national] committee and 
was manifesting coolness toward the 
democrafic cause, and the meeting of last 
night was expected to settle once and for 
all time all these stories. .° 

It did. There was a temporary feeling 
of disappointment and wonderment when 
Senator Gorman did not appear on the 
stage and the republican emissaries on 
hand to watch the proceedings were pre- 
paring to spring the biggest kind of a 
sensation, when Major Richardson, of 
Tennessee, swept away al] the uncom- 
fortab.e feelings by reading the letter of 
Senator Gorman, which jn its turn swept 
away all doubts. 

Perfect Democratic Harmony. 

The effect of that letter upon the au- 
dience was electrical: the effect of it 
upon the general situation in the state 
has been most favorable from a demo- 
cratic standpoint. It insures, if there 
was any doubt before, the most perfect 
democratic harmony. It does more: it 
injects into the democratic masses the 
old time enthusiasm—that enthusiasm 
under which Maryland wag for so many 
years consistently and solidly democratic. 

There have been factiona] differences 
since then and the contest of 1896 de- 
veloped a slump on account of the eastern 
misconception of the money question that 
landed the state in the McKiniey column. 
Senator Gorman was charged with being 
more or less apathetic and certainly some 
of his most active lieutenants were luke- 
warm in their support of the national 
ticket that year. This apathy, taken in 
connectidn with the departure from the 
party of that element which had been 
fighting Gorman most bitterly, brought 
about the upheaval that placed Maryland 
in the McKinley column. 

This year, however, the conditions are 
absclutely changed. The people who 
fought Gorman before are now applaud- 
ing his splendid work for the ticket, and 
his letter calls forth from them hearty 
approval. The efforts of the republicans 
to get up another “Bryan sgscare’”’ have 
failed utterly. True it is understood that 
Senator Hanna succeeded in getting $80,000 
o% of the Baltimore banks during a re- 
cent visit here, bur this came almost en- 
tirely from men who have always been 
republicans. The gold democrats who left 
the party four years ago have come back 
and with their aid the state has always 
beén democratic. : 

While the republicans are putting up a 
pretense of encouragement, they acknowl- 
edge that they have the bad end of it in 
Maryland and that the probability is the 
state will go democratic. They profess 
to believe that the defection of Senator 
Wellington has not contributed to this re- 
sult and they point to the conditions in 
western Maryland, where Wellington 
lives, to prove this; but they do say that 
the political ciouds hanging over the state 
as a whole have a@ democratic sgilver 
lining.

ROOSEVELT iS HIT ONCE 


Rock Landed on His Shoulder, but It 
Did Not Hurt Him. 


COLONEL GUILD $TRUCK IN FACE 


Roosevelt Replies to Bryan’s Speech 
About the Decrease of 
the Army. 


Fort Wayne, Ind., October 10.—Hood- 
lums at Fort Wayne tonight endeavored 
to rival those who made an attack on 
Governor Roosevelt at Victor, Col., and 
in & measure succeeded. On Calhoun 
street, shortly before the head of the 
procession reached the rink, where Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt was to speak, a party of 
roughs on the sidewalk threw a showef 
of rocks at Colonel Roosevelt's carriage. 
One stfuck Governor Roosevelt on the 
shoulder and another aimed at the gov- 
ernor missed him and struck Colonel Cur- 
tis Guild, Jr., of Boston, in the face. 

Governor Rosevelt closed a busy day's 
work by making three speeches in this 
city tonight, addressing the greatest 
number of persons tn the aggregate who 
have ever gathered in Fort Wayne to lis- 
ten to a candidate. He’was honored also 
with three large parades. 

The last stop prior to the arrival here 
was at Huntington, where a large il- 
luminated parade was given. 

Other speakers at the three meetings 
were Senator Fairbanks, Curtis Guild, 
Charles Jewett, of the Indiana republican 
state committee, and W. E. English, who, 
during the Spanish war, was a member 
of General Wheeler's staff. 

The governor's address*at the rink was 
a reply to a speech recently made at Ma- 
comb, IIL, by W. J. Bryan, and was as 
follows: 

“IT notice that Mr. Bryan’s own organ 
in Indiana, The Indianapolis Sentinel, re- 
ports him as having said last night at 
Macomb, Ill, that the ‘real object for 
permanently increasing the army is to 
intimidate the labor element when it pre- 
sents just complaints. The idea is to 
erect forts near the large cities, and with 
the forces located in them meet all the 
demands of labor.’ 

“I earnestly hope that The Sentinel 
has misquoted Mr. Bryan. I am not will- 
ing to believe that any responsible party 
leader, and least of all the candidate of 
any such party for the presidency, would 
permit himself to make such statements, 
Mr. Bryan either,does know or ought to 
know not only that the statements quot- 
ed are untrue, but there is not one 
shadow of justification for them. The 
increase in the army Was been made nec- 
essary by the warm the Philippines, to 
which his own utterances and those of his 
party associates have continually added 
fuel. 

Bryan must-know perfectly well 
that the army would be reduced if the 
situation in the Philippines, to which he 
and his party assevtfates had given aid 
and comfort, weremput down and the 
islands became definitely quiet. He eith- 
er knows, or ought to know, that our 
standing army relattyely to the size of 
the population, is Nearly one-half less 
than it was in Jefferson's time, and there 
is no more thought of using it to coerce 
the labor element or any ,other element 
than there was thought of so. using it in 
the days of Jefferson. Since President 
McKinley came into power the army has 
been used against the Spaniafd, the Tag- 
alog bandit and the Chinesegpoxer. These 
and these kind only are the only people 
who need ever fear, and it is only their 
sympathizers who have justification in 
denouncing it. 

‘It is equally diffieult to believe in the 
sincerity of the Bryanized democracy 
about trusts. There are great evils con- 
nected with that group of corporations 
that we commonly call trusts. But these 
evils can never be cut out by a party 
which approaches them in a spirit which 
must be denounced as one of absolute in- 
sincerity and dishonesty, and which is 
reckless in .promise and utterly indif- 
ferent to performance, as is the Bryan- 
ized democracy. 

Mr. Bryan in this.same speech is repre- 
sented to have said that ‘the republican 
party is concerned only with money and 
ignores questions eoncerning human 
rights.’ As a mater of fact it is his own 
party and only his own party which is 
thus ignoring human rights and he him- 
self has no right te speak of those rights 
at all until he is willing to denounce the 
wrongs done to the black man in North 
Carolina, and with at least the fervor 
that he uses in denouncing the wholly 
imaginary wrongs done to the browm 
man in the Philippines. 

“T am thenkful for the high and honor- 
able attitude taken in this campaign by so 
many Americans, ,who though formerly 
democrats, refuse to follow their party 
when it has fallen into the hands of lead- 
ers who seek to make it tread the dark 
and dangerous paths of civic disorder at 
home and national dishonor abroad. I 
honor beyond measure the spendid ex- 
confederates like Feneral Buckner, Gen- 
eral Luke Wright and the many like 
them who hold the honour and interest 
of the nation aboye partisanship. 


CARDINAL GIBBONS PRESIDED. 


Teachers of Catholic University in 
Session at Washington. 

Washington, October 10.—Cardinal Gib- 
bons, the chairman of the board of trus- 
tees of the Catholic University of Ameri- 
ca, presided at the annual meeting of that 
body today.

At the afternoon session Archbishop 
Keene, formerly the rector of the uni- 
versity, who secured a two years’ leave 
of absence from his studies in Rome for 
the purpose of raising funds for the en- 
dowment of the {nstitution. reported that 
during the year he had secured $70,000 for 
general expenses and $300,000 in pledges 
for the endowment. 

Rector Cotiaty stated that during the 
year he had received $50,000 in cash, part 
for eurrent expenses and part for ene- 
dowment chairs.

Griffin, Ga., October 10.—(Special.)—At- 
lanta will have a great time with its six 
tribes of Red Men on October 18th, when 
Great Sachem W. H. Beck comes to hoid 
a council composed of a congregation vt! 
all the trmbes. Elaborate preparations 
will be made, and the great chiefs from 


'all over the state will join in the pow- 


wow. 

As it Is during the Interstate fair, a 
number of visiting braves will come to 
the Atlanta reservation, and they willl 
gather around the council fires which will 
be constantly kept lighted. Atlanta has 
more Red Men than any city fm the state, 
and they can always draw crowds from 
the other tribes of the state, many of 
which were assisted in organizing Dy 
them. 

Great Sachem Beck has just returned 
from a visit to the Tallapoosa tribe at 
Carrollton, and reports their reservation 
in good cendition, and that the braves 
are eager in their chase after pale faces 
who beg adoption into the tribe to escape 
the tomahawk. 

Great Sachem Beck is enthusiastic over 
the progress of the order in the state, 
and is-giving all of his spare time to its 
work. During the past three months he 
has instituted six new tribes, and since 
his accession to his present dignity the 
order in the State has ircreased 1,000, 
making about 3,500 Red Men in the state. 

About forty lodges is the number in the 
state, but with the popular growth at the 
present rate it may not be long before 
every village and hamlet will be blessed 
with a tribe.

He Receied Nearly a Third of Pro- 
ceeds on All Contracts. 


New York, October 10.—The hearing in 
the proceedings for the removal of J. E., 
W. T. and E. T. Gaynor and B. D. 
Greene to the jurisdiction of the United 
States courts in Georgia was resumed 
before Commissioner Shields today. Ed- 
ward [. Johnson, the expert accountant 
and bank examiner, who compiled an 
analysis of the accounts from the bank 
books, and who testified to the correct- 
ness of his figures, was again on the 
stand taday. Counsel Rose, cross-exam-

In no instance did the Carter credit 
show an exact third of the contract pay- 
ment, but several times in transactions 
involving thousands of dollars the dis- 
crepancies were less than $260, and the 
dates varied but three or four days. The 
witness said he presumed that some ar- 
bitrary. deduction had been made, but 
that his theory did not go so far as to 
show upon what exact basis. 

After going over other entries in the 
books and explanations by the expert 
witness, Johnson, an adjournment was 
taken until tomorrow.

Two Weeks’ More Racing. 


The racing will not end at the conclu- 
sion of the fair. For two weeks the At- 
lanta Jockey Club will give a race meet- 
ing. The following dispatch to The Con- 
stitution from Savannah tells the story: 

“Savannah, Ga., October 10.—(Special.) 
For fifteen days after October 27th, when 
the Atlanta fair closes, the Atlanta 
Jockey Club will hold daily races in At- 
lanta, in which will be entered the best 
horses of many of the northern and west- 
ern stables, old and new favorites that 
have won distinction on almost every im- 
portant track in the country. 

“T. O. McBride, of Savannah, is acting 
for the Atlanta Jockey Club in arranging 
the details for the meet, and in selecting 
the officials who will have the races in 
active cueree. Mr. McBride has secured 
Judge John Mason, of the Canadian rac- 
ing circuit, as presiding judge of the 
races, and J. Grantz Hanly as secretary. 
Mr. Hanly is well and favorably known 
in racing circles, having served in that 
capacity at Newport, Latonia and other 
tracks throughout the country. The 
starter will be William F. Bruen. who, 
among racing experts, is recognized as 
being one of the best men with the flag 
in the United States. Mr. Bruen is the 
official starter at the St. Louis fair 
grounds track. 

“Among the Forses already booked by 
Mr. McBride for the meet are a hundred 
and thirty from Toronto, Canada. There 
will be also three cars from Chicago and 
two or three cars from St. Louis. Both 
of these great western cities are racing 
centers, and the horses that will be sent 
to Atlanta are among those that have 
achieved recent success on their tracks. 

“Mr. McBride stated yesterday that the 
races would be conducted in strict ac- 
cordance with turf congress rulings. The 
officials are men who have managed 
races on turf congress tracks, and they 
know and may be relied upon to do their 
full duty. No outlawed horses or jockeys 
or disreputable racing ‘touts’ will be al- 
lowed on the grounds.

matum to Great Britain. 
Generally speaking, Mr. Rhodes was 


| conciliatorv in his remarks. He declared 


that now that ‘“‘Krugerism has vanished,” 
Great Britain would establish a liberal 
government, which would do everything 
to unite the interests of South Africa 
with those of the empire. 

Mr. Rhodes also said there was no de- 
sire to “‘plaster Rhodesia on Cape Col- 
ony,” intimating that it was ‘‘likelier to 
be the other way,” but he thought 
Rhodesia would be one of the federated 
states, with great Opportunities for ex- 
pansion in the direction of the Congo. He 
then said: 

‘“‘Now that the battle is over, the dils- 
putes on the origin of the war ought to 
cease. The race question must be subor- 
dinated. |The league should support three 
points, the supremacy of the flag, equal 
rights and show the Dutch that there is 
no feeling against them. Having won 
what it is entitled to, the league ought to 
demonstrate that the interests of the 
races are the same. Then there will be 
great hope for the country."

Couch Was Arrested, Being Charged 
with Robbing a Train—Detained 
in Jail About a Month Be- 
fore He Was Released.

We reproduce below that part of. the fran- 
chise of the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company, 
relating to its right to use the viaduct on pay- 
ment of $50,000 to the city. 

As will be observed, the privilege is not an 
exclusive one, the city having the right to 
grant the use of the viaduct to any 
company either on ° an annual ren‘al 
of $2,500 per year, or on pay- 
ment of $50,000. The contract Is not a per- 
petual one, but the right of the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company to the use of the viaduct is 
limted to the period of its charter, which is for 
fifty years. The charter reference is as fol- 
lows: 

Should the city of Atlanta determine to erect 


a viaduct or bridge across the Whitehall street 
crossing, which can be used by vehicles; the 


| right to use said viaduct for its street cars, on 
| tracks to be laid by the city thereon, is hereby 


Kranted to the Collins Park and Belt Railroad 
Company. In consideration whereof, and the 
grant of these franchises, the Collins Park and 
Belt Railroad Company, its successors or as- 
signs, will pay, on the letting of a contract to 
build such viaduct, to the city of Atlanta, the 
sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000), which 
will be in full of all future rentals on said 
viaduct by said company, its successors or 
assigns; and the sum of fifty thousand ($50, - 
000) dollars is hereby made a charge upon all 
of the lines of the said Collins Park and Belt 
Railroad Company, its successors and] assigns, 
which may be built under this grant, superior 
to all other charges except taxes, ang may be 
enforced against the same by the said city 
of Atlanta, by proper legal or equitable pro- 
ceedings, 

Should the city fail, or not desire, to lay 
said tracks on said viaduct, the Collins Park 
and Belt Railroad Company, its successors or 
assigns, shall have the right to do so, and to 
use the same, the original cost thereof to be 
in part payment of said $50,000. 

The said Collino9 Park and Belt Railroad 
Company, its successors or assigns, shall be at 
no expense for keeping the track in repair 
whle the viaduct stands and is in condition 
for such use.

A fac simile of a mortgage by Shakes- 
peare to a creditor was yesterday morn- 
ing . presented the Carnegie library by 
Judge J, H. Lumpkin. 

This mortgage is the only document 
of any kind upon which is written the 
of the wurild’s greatest poet 
dramatist. It is in the British mu-

Judge Lumpkin secured the fac simile 
of it during his recent visit to Europe. 
The fact that the only document extant 
upon which is written the name of the 
immortal genius should be a mortgage 
appealed to Judge Lumpkin’s keen sense 
of humor and in his easy style he wrote 
a letter that is almost as interesting as 
the fac simile. 

“We have just received the interesting 
gift,’ said Miss Anne Wallace, librarian 
of the Carnegie library, yesterday morn- 
ing. “If all our friends who go abroad 
prove as discerning and generous as the 
judge the new library will become a mu- 
seum of unique documents.”’ 

The interesting letter of Judge Lumpkin 
follows: 

Atlanta, Ga., October 1|0, 
Wallace, Librarian Carnegie 
lanta.—Dear Miss Wallace: - Recently, while 
on a visit to London, I saw, in the British 
museum, an exceedingly interesting document, 
viz: a mortage signed by Shakespeare and 
several others. It appears that the great poet, 
like some of his fellow mortals of less repute, 
needed ready cash, and. joined in giving a 
mortgage to raise it. This paper is preserved 
in the British Museum, and the custodian in- 
formed me that the signature of Shakespeare 
was the only one extant which was well au- 
thenticated. 

I procured a fac simile of it, taken by some 
sort of photographic or reproducing process, an 
autotype copy the English call it, as a present 
to the Carnegie library, believing that it may 
be a subject of interest, both as containing an 
exact reproduction of Shakespeare's signature 
(in the lower left hand corner) and also as 
showing that even the greatest genius cannot 
escape from the needs which beset his humbier 
brothers, and that if all of the patrons of 
the library are not like him in the ability 
to write tragedies for the mimic stage, they 
are very like him in some of the minor trage- 
dies of daily life, and gome of them can write 
mortgages (if not poems) with greater facility 
than he,

It is contended that the Bradley and 
Looney are identical, and even if 
Bradley is caught and brought before 
the court Penn cannot be compelled to 
testify against him. The juror’s attor- 
neys contend that under these circum- 
stances there is no necessity for keeping 
Penn in jail to await the trial of Bradley, 
who may never be found. 

Some months ago it was charged that 
an effort had been made to tamper with 
a juror in a will case pending in the_su- 
perior court. When the case was re- 
sumed T. J. Penn, one of the jurors, was 
found to be missing. A search was in- 
stituted by the sheriff and the juror was 
finally discovered near Monticello. He 
was immediately brought back to Atlanta 
and tried before Judge Lumpkin, who 
sentenced him to -jail for twenty days 
for contempt. 

When those twenty days expired he was 
still kept in custody to await the trial 
of Detective Looney, who, in the mean- 
while, had been indicted by the grand 
jury on the charge of having made an 
effort to tamper with the juror. Looney 
was also sentenced to serve twenty days 
for contempt. His contempt case was 
carried to the supreme court, which up- 
held the sentence of the lower court. The 
detective left the city, but some time ago 
returned and gave himself up. 

Two days before his sentence was up 
he was put upon trial on the embracery 
charge, but was set free. He went back 
to the Tower and served the remaining 
days of the sentence. Since then it has 
been generally understood that Penn 
would make another effort to secure his 
release. Within the past six months he 
has made several unsuccessful efforts to 
get out on habeas corpus proceedings, but 
each time the court decided that justice 
demanded that he remain in custody to 
appear as a witness for the state against 
the two detectives.

Mitchell gave bond in the sum of $1,000 
at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon and was 
released from the Tower. His bondsmen 
were W. T. Fleming and W. J. Bishop. 

Mr. Hoppie charged tn the paper which 
he filled with the court that the Messrs. 
Mitchell, father and son, and lL. O. John- 
son “did by artful practices and by false 
representation of their respectability and 
mercantile correspondence and conneéc- 
tions, cheat and defraud the Southern 
Flour and Grain Company out of a cer- 
tain lot of feed stuffs of the value of 
$1,000."" 

He alleged that on July 3ist the firm 
Was indebted to the flour company in the 
sum of $2,300. About that date, he de- 
clares, W. H. Vannison, secretary and 
treasurer of the grain house, became wun- 
easy on account of the defendants’ finan- 
cial standing and called on B. G. and W. 
Ht. Mitchell and L, O, Johnson in regard 
to it. He says they told him their firm 
Was perfectly solvent and that their as- 
sets, above their liabilities, were at least 
$500. 

According to the plaintiff the firm 
represented to him that Johnson at that 
time had no interest in thé business, but 
that he would at once put 8700 into it. 
Acting on this, declared Hoppie, his firm 
extended further credit to the Mitchells 
and Johnson. He now says that their 
representations were false and made 
purely for the purpose of defrauding the 
flour company out of the goods purchased 
on credit.

MUCH DEPENDS ON ROADS’ ANSWER 


Legislature Will Be Placed in Posi- 
tion To Act When It Meets in 
Atlanta Next Week.

The special legislative depot commission 
was called to order yesterday morning at 
ll o’clock in the office of Governor 
Candler, but owing to the ab- 
sence vu. President Thomas of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St, Louis, from 
whom the answer of the railroads was 
expected, the meeting was postponed un- 
til this afternon at 3 o'clock. 

What the reply of the railroads entering 
Atlanta will be to the general proposi- 
tion for a surface station on the site of 
the present depot will be known this af- 
ternoon for the first time. Strange as it 
may appear, although the question of a 
new depot on the state’s property has 
been agitated periodically for the last 
four years, no directly affirmative or neg- 
ative answer has been received from the 
roads touching their willingness to con- 
struct such a station. 

When the meeting of the commission 


was called to order yesterday morning 


the Georgia railroad was represented by 
General Manager’ T. K. Séott, the Atlanta 
and West Point by President George C. 
Smith, the Southern by Judge Hamilton 
McWhorter and the lessee road by At- 
orneys Paines and Tye. Governor Cand- 
ler, Attorney General Terrell and Special 
Attorney E. T. Brown, of the special com- 
mission, were on hand. 

Thomas Reaches Atlanta Today. , 

John L. Tye anounced that he had been 
requested by President Thomas, of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis, to state that he could 
not be on hand at,the meeting, but 
that he would be in Atlanta Thursday 
prepared to deliver the reply of the 
railroads. Without any further discus- 
sion or reference to the spirit in which 
the proposition from the state had been 
received by the individual roads, it was 
agreed to postpone the meeting until this 
afternoon at 3 o'clock. In addition to 
President Thomas, who will reach At- 
lanta this morning, it is expected that 
the Central railroad will be represented 
today by President Pgan and that the 
three members of the special commission 
who were absent yesterday will also be 
present. 

On the reply of the railroads today will 
largely depend the tenor of Governor 
Candler’s message to the general assem- 
blv, for it is generally understood that 
the message will have something to say 
in regard to the improvement of the 
state's depot property in Atlanta. The 
announced willingness or unwillingness of 
the roads to construct or aid in the con- 
struction of a new éepot is the one point 
needed just now to clear up the situa- 
tion. If the legislature understands 
clearly that no Help’@dat be expected from 
the roads, it will then be in a position 
to consider improvements te be made on 
the state’s property by the state itself. 


Legislation Assured. 


The last session of the general assem- 
bly was practically over beforé the 
measures bearing on the Atlanta depot 
problem were introduced. The one bill to 
which importance attached, that giving 
the state the right to build a new station 
at a cost not exceeding $500,000, was de- 
feated more because the time was too 
short in which to discuss its merits than 
for any other reason. There will be no 
delay at the coming session in getting 
before the house and senate @& measure 
similar to the one of the last session 
and a full discussion of its provisions will 
do away with the cry raised formerly 
that the bill is being railroaded through 
the general assembly.

as the Fine Arts building. The exhibit, 
taken all in all, is one of the largest ever 


made by Georgia women, and its size as
